Welt Disneys Bambi 


EvEN though some Hollywood feature films 
may have taken several months to photograph 
and perhaps a year or so to prepare, all of them 
can take a back seat to Walt Disney's newest 
offering, “Bambi,” which soon will have a Music 
Hall premiere. 

The Disney picture, a full-length feature 
based on Felix Salten’s beloved novel which has 
sold more than 500,000 copies since it was pub- 
lished in 1928, has been in production for nearly 
five years, and Disney was considering making 
the film for a year before that. 

As a matter of fact, Disney began work on 
“Bambi” before “Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs” was completed. Disney purchased the 
story from Sidney Franklin, the director who 
held the story rights but who felt that only the 
medium of Disney’s drawings could properly 
transform the tale to the screen. 

In the five years of its production, more than 
a thousand persons worked on the film, produc- 
ing literally millions of drawings. For almost a 
year before actual production began, there was 
a miniature zoo at the studio consisting of deer, 
skunks, and other animals of the forest. For 
models for his principal characters, “Bambi” and 
“Faline,’ Disney used baby deer presented to 
the studio by the Maine Development Associa- 
tion, and every movement of the real animals 
was minutely studied before artists began work.

N° long ago Jan Struther described the heroine of her popular war 
novel, Mrs. Miniver, as a “plain ordinary’? woman. In M-G-M’s 
movie version, Mrs. Miniver, as played by beautiful Greer Garson, is 
neither plain nor ordinary. Otherwise the movie adheres admirably to 
the book’s spirit, describing the effect of war on an upper middle-class 
English family. And Greer Garson, despite looking like the best- 
dressed woman in England, does a lovely job of acting. 

In Mrs. Miniver there are no spectacular battle scenes. The judg- 
ing of one prize rose is almost as momentous as the retreat from Dun- 
kirk. But with the aid of a superior cast, William Wyler directs these 
family affairs with such warmth and good taste that Mrs. Miniver 
packs more emotional wallop than any other fictional war film to date. 
Wyler’s secret is simple. He makes his Minivers, unlike most movie 
characters, the sort of people you really enjoy knowing for two hours.,

Her particular gift was once described by a famous writing man in the following: “Sublimating nudity into 
an aesthetic abstraction by singing detachedly of frustration, psychoanalysis, philosophy and vitality.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (P)— 
The Evening Star said today that 
the six Nazi saboteurs who were 
executed at the district jail Aug. 8 
‘were buried in a “potter’s field” in 
ithe District of Columbia. 

Unpainted, wooden tombstones 
bearing only a number, ranging 
from 276 to 281, inclusive, are the 
only grave markers, the paper 
said, but added: 

“From a reliable source it was 


learned that No. 276 is the grave 
of Edward John Kerling, leader of 
the group of four enemy agents 
who landed from a U-boat on the 
Florida coast last July and shortly 
afterward were rounded up along 


with four other saboteurs by the 
FBI. 

“The other graves contain the 
bodies of No\% 277, Herbert Hans 
Houpt; No. 278, Richard Quirin; 
No. 279, Werner Thiel; No. 280, 


Hermann Otto Neubauer; No. 281, | 
Heinrich Harm Heinck.” 

The six were executed after trial 
by a special military commission. 
The other two saboteurs caught in| 
the round-up, George John Dasch} 
and Ernst Peter Burger, received | 
long prison terms. 

Government and district officials 
have consistently refused to reveal 
the disposition of the six bodies or) 
the whereabouts of Dasch or 
Burger.

JOHN SMITH OF 23 OAK AVENUE 


A clerk’s error in shipping a batch | 
of golf clubs, instead of cricket | 
equipment, from England to Boston 
50 years ago resulted in bringing

While Mr. Smith carried the clubs, 
four men, including Mr. Wright, 
went around the nine holes, in what 
Mr. Smith said were double figures 
on most holes. Optimistically, they 
carried but one ball apiece. 

“Every now and then I’d take a 
shot myself, but my biggest job was 
to run ahead to show the players 
where the holes were. 

“When I got home that night I 
remember telling my wife that I 
didn’t think the game would go over. 
“‘There’s too much walking and hill- 
climbing to it,’ I told her.” 

Of the group who played golf for 
| the first time in Boston, on a snow- 
| patched course a few days before 
Christmas in 1890, only Mr. Smith, 
who will be 81 next May, is alive. 

“It wasn’t until after courses had | 
been laid out on the Hunnewell es- 
tate in Wellesley in 1892 and at The 
Country Club in 1893 that golf really 
started to grow. But how it grew 
then!

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Has Quit Golf 


Mr. Smith, of course, is now re- 
| tired and lives contentedly with 
'Mrs. Smith at his Belmont home. 
He is spry, active and still interested 
in the game, although the doctor 
has forbid him playing the past ten 
years. 

He goes under the plain, simple 
name of “John Smith”, although he 
admits a middle name, starting with 
the letter “B”. Because of the simi- 
larity to old Capt. John Smith of 
Colonial-Indian days, he was nick- 
named “Pocahontas” long ago by 
Burton Hoxie, Boston sports writer. 

A grandson, J. Richard Brown, 
who lives with his parents at 12 Pal- 
frey rd, likes athletics, but he did 
not follow in his grandfather’s steps 
as his taste does not run to golf. 
Richard, a student at Oxford College 
in Cambridge, likes rowing, bowling, 
baseball and hockey . . . but not 
golf. 

Earliest record of golf coming to 
Belmont was when a group of men, 
a few from Belmont, but mostly 
Arlingtonians, took a lease on a 
12-acre farm known as the old Hill 
farm.

First Belmont Course 


The land was owned by the late 
| Otis Simonds, and the course of 
‘nine, holes was about 2500 yards. 
Rembdelling the farm house cost 
$3000. The lower floor included a 
large reception room, office and 
‘smoking rooms, a locker room with 
\106 lockers, the greenkeeper’s apart- 


ments and cooking rooms. Oh, yes, 
there were toilets for both men and 
women. 

On the upper floor were card 
rooms. In the rear of the house was 
a large stable, in which many bi-| 
cycle racks were installed. It was 
lighted with electricity and a large 
piazza skirted the front and ends 
of the house.

$20, and visitors paid only 50 cents 
a day. Clarence O. Hill of Belmont 
was secretary. 

- In the next few years to come,

Many Familiar Names 

Familiar names appear among the 
records, and we find that the ladies, 
too, enjoyed their golf for we note 
those of the Misses Alice Winn, E. 
Peirce, Clara Taft, Elizabeth Col- 
man, Adelle Fitzpatrick, Florence 
Hill, Edith Teel and others. 

The game of golf grew rapidly in 


these years and with the advent of | 


larger clubs with more attractive 18- 
hole courses, such as Oakley, Bel- 
mont Spring, and Winchester, the 
smaller clubs began to feel the 

As early as 1907, the Arlington| 
Golf Club, a Boston paper said, “is 
one of those in danger of extinction 
... mostly from the competition of 
the Winchester Country Club.” | 
_ The death knell was finally sound- | 
ed for the Arlington Club (which 
really was in Belmont) and in Octo- 
ber, 1907, the club ceased to exist 
‘and the furniture and fixtures were 
‘sold at public auction. 

“The sale brought out almost 
every member of the club,” the old 
records said, “and the bidding was 
lively and high prices prevailed. 
The members bought articles for 
keepsakes and mementoes of good 
times passed at the club.” Edwin E. 
‘Farnham reports he is still using a| 


porch rock which he procured at 
the time of the auction. 

The official golf guide for 1902 re- 
ports in that year there was the 
Newtowne Golf Club, organized in 
1901 as a nine-hole course in Bel- | 
mont, but there are no records 
available of this group.
